We also learn that the marquis received an 
autograph from his sovereign, conveying his high 
the anxious and kind interest he felt on the oc- 
casion. 

Mrs. Patterson, for some time past, had taken 
up her residence at Rviand’s Hotel, where she was 
attended by her sister. Between the hours of two 
and three o’ciock this afternoon, two state carriages 
belonging tothe Marquis Wellesley, drove up to the 
| Hotel. Mr. Johnson, his Excellency’s Private 
| Secretary, rode in one of them He immediately 
entered the hotel, and in a short time handed Mrs. 
| Patterson and her sister into the foremost carriage. 
Both the ladies were dressed in a superb and costly 
style. The appearance of the carriage with the 
state livery in a very few minutes attracted a con- 
siderable crowd around the doors of the hotel. 
All persons who composed it seemed extremely 
anxious to catch a glimpse of the accomplished 
lady who was so soon to be exalted to a state of 
such dignity and splendour. When she appeared 
there was an expressive though subdued murmur 
of applause. Mrs. Patterson gracefully returned 
the salutation. The carriages rapidly drove off to 
the Phenix Park The marriage ceremony, ac- 
cording to the rites of the established Church, was 
performed by his Grace the Lord Primate. There 
were present the Primate, the Bishop of Raphoe, 
the Lord Chief Justice, Mr. and Mrs. Plunkett, 
Mr. Secretary Goulburn and his lady, the Com- 
mander of the Forces, Col. Talbot and lady, Mr.
